An illustration of a House Churl of Meduseld;the bowman- swordsman in one of the 
thirteen regiments of the Clan Regiments of Kmnet. Each regiment was composed of 
2000 Pikeman and 20Q of these Churls. Their battle formations were similar to 
the Zulu Warriors of African three groups of 500 men in the front linej each group 
50 men across and ten men deep. The fourth group ^as held in reserve with the 
bowman following clasely behind. If attacked by light calvary, this formation 
allowed for the formation of a square, each of the four groups forming one side 
with the bowman inside. An effective defensive formation if formed quickly. 
Often used in conjunction with a light friendly calvary group to ensnare a stronger 
and larger mounted enemy force, the cftlvary charging out from the protection of the 
square to harass the enemy and retreating back into the square when tired or in 
danger of being encircled.
